Amend and extend as to Railways in Ireland die 
Provisions of an Act of the Seventh and Eighth 
Years of Victoria, intituled “ An Act to attach 
“ certain Conditions to the Construction of 
“ future Railways authorized or to be autlio-

W HEREAS it is expedient to amend an Act passed in the Preamble, 
Session of Parliament holden in the Seventh and Eighth ? & r 8 Vict 
Years of the Reign of Her present Majesty, intituled c '*°' 

“ An Act to attach certain Conditions to the Construction of future 
5 “ Railways authorized or to be authorized by any Act of the 
“ present or succeeding Sessions of Parliament; and for other 
“ Purposes in relation to Railways/ 5 so far as the same relates to 
the furnishing of Accounts to the Com m issioners of Her Majesty’s 
Treasury by Railway Companies in Ireland : 

10 Re it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
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and Commons, in tills present Parliament assembled, and by the 
Authority of the same, as follows : 

Power to 1. It shall be lawful for the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
S°s“r ST-’ Treasur y to direct an y Raihva y Company in Ireland to furnish 
sury to call to them, on such Hay as they shall appoint, a full and true Account 5

other Railways) by the Directors of the Company to whom such 
Railway belongs of by whom the same may he worked ; and also 
an Account of the Assets and Liabilities of such Company, at such 
Time or Times during the said Period as the said Commissioners 15 
shall specify ; and such Accounts shall be duly audited and certified 
imder the Hands of Two or more of the Directors of such Company. 

Power to 2. It shall be lawful for the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
S^Trea-" Treasury, if and when they shall think fit, to appoint any proper 20 
sury to ap- Person or Persons for all or any of the Purposes following ; that is

lo mspect the Accounts and Books of any Railway Company in 
Ireland during the, Period of Three Years previous to the Hate 
of the last half-yearly Account of such Company ; 25 

To examine the Railway, Stations, Works, Buildings, Engines, 
Carriages, and other Property, of whatsoever Kind, belonging 
to any Railway Company in Ireland ; 

And any Person so appointed may at a, 11 reasonable Times, upon 
producing his Authority, if required, inspect the Books, Accounts, 30 
and Vouchers, and other Documents of such Company, at the 
principal. Place of Business of such Company, and may take Copies 
or Extracts therefrom, and enter upon and examine the Railway 
or Railways, and the Stations, Works, and Buildings belonging to 
such Company, and . may inspect the Engines and Carriages and 35 
other Property, of whatever Kind, belonging to such Company ; and 
every such Person may call for the Production of any Books, 
Accounts, Vouchers, or Documents in the Possession or Power of 
such Company which he may think necessary for the Purpose of 
determining any Question or Questions connected with the Inspec- 40 
tion or Examination which he is authorized to make, and may 
examine any Person touching any Matters connected therewith on 
Oath, and may administer the Oaths necessary for that Purpose.
